this city and abandoned its 
sheep 
farm which was conducted in con­ 
nection with the wool shipping busi­ 
ness. 
Charges Speculation. 
Unauthorized speculation which is 
said to have cost the company more 
than $200,000 only a few months ago 
| and other causes are assigned by 
Mr. Esplin for the closing of 
the 
business. 
He said that no attempt 
would be made by the present offi- 
jers and stockholders to reorganize 
the company. 
Mismanagement is al­ 
so charged by Esplin, who was nam­ 
ed as manager only a few' weeks ago, 
succeeding J. G. Martin, of this city, 
who recently retired 
as 
president 
and general manager. 
Action of W'eyerhauser Forces. 
O. Weyerhauser, 
the Minneapolis 
millionaire, is reported to have tak­ 
en over the company’s affairs at the 
time the difficulties were encoun­ 
tered three months ago, and it is 
said that he agreed to accept control 
only on condition that the affairs of 
the company be closed out and 
the 
concern retired from business. 
It Is not anticipated that the ele­ 
vators here and more than IOO men 
are employed among the largest on 
the lakes and valuable property. An 
office force of twenty 
peaple 
has 
been employed and they have been 
notified that the plant will be closed 
Saturday night. 
The retirement of the Northern 
Grain company will be a severe blow 
to Manitowoc, as about 
IOO men 
were employed in the offices here 
Manitowoc has been tho headquar­ 
ters of the company since 1904, the 
offices of the company being 
re­ 
moved from Chicago at that time. 
Rumors of the troubles 
of

^pmpany w’ere circulated as long ago 
as six months, when it w’as reported 
from Chicago, in a statement Issued 
by the company, that it would as* 
sume 121 separate trades undertaken 
by one of its officers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 28. 
(By J. C. Welliver.) 
The project for a magnificent ex­ 
tension of the capitol grounds, to J 
the north and northeast from the 
present limits, so as to take in some 
38 acres of additional territory, has 
received a long lilt at this session 
towards ultimate realization. 
It is 
firmly believed by the men who have 
long been working to secure this ex­ 
tension, that in a few years at most 
it will be made possible to carry out 
the project. 
One feature of the 
development 
scheme, as is well known, is to build 
a memorial to Lincoln which shall 
be one of the world'6 greatest mon­ 
uments; as great and striking in its 
■way as the Washington manument, or 
the tomb of the Invalides in Paris. 
But beyond this, and beyond the 
project of greatly extending the capi­ 
tol hill park, it is in mind to erect 
another wonderful building, for the 
supreme court, which shall be the 
equal in beauty and splendor of the 
library of congress. The latter, uni­ 
versally conceded to be the 
most 
beautiful building in the new w'orld, 
and by many called the most mag­ 
nificent architectural confection of 
strictly modern times, is strictly an 
American production, 
designed by 
American architects, engineers and 
builders. 
Properly to balance off the 
building scheme of Capitol Hill there 
is 
demand 
for another 
structure 
which should add one more to the 
number of architectural show’ places 
of the continent, and that should be 
entirely distinctive in design and de­ 
velopment. 
It must be appropriate 
to its function: a splendid architec­ 
tural representation of the present 
day ideal of justice as embodied in 
American conceptions. 
Want to Be Let Alone. 
There is one difficulty about car­ 
rying out the plan, and that is the 
reluctance of the supreme court to 
be crowded out of its present quar­ 
ters in the senate wing of the capi­ 
tol. 
The supreme court room, once 
the senate chamber, is a place of pe­ 
culiarly hallowed 
and 
impressive 
memories; and the members of the 
court are said, almost without ex­ 
ception. prefer to be let alone. They 
like to be in the capital building, and 
to feel that they are a living and 
breathing part of the system of gov­ 
ernment. 
They have a notion that 
Is poked off into never so beautiful 
a palace of justice, they would be 
lost to the animation and life and 
interest of the great forum in which 
the business of legislation is car­ 
ried on. 
However, the supreme court, even, 
can’t help itself if congress decided 
to build a palace for it. It will have 
to move to the marble pile prepared 
for its reception. 
The ambition to 
> crown Capitol hill 
with the most 
splendid group of buildings in any 
capital in the world, may make it 
necessary to jolt the court out of its 
comfortable rut, whether or no.

ray process the entire interior of the 
elephant. 
It Is the first time in the 
history of the science that X-ray pho­ 
tographs have ever been made of an 
elephant. In making the pictures the 
largest X-ray apparatus ever made 
was used and 
the 
manufacturer 
himself, J. R. Kelley of the Kelley- 
Koett company of Covington, Ky., 
superintended the operation. 
The sides of the elephant were 
marked off Into sections and num­ 
bered. 
A diagram was also made 
with corresponding numbers and this 
will serve to locate the exact spot 
In which the missing ring Is lodged. 
No thief or criminal ever object­ 
ed more strenuously to being “mug­ 
ged” for the rogue’s gallery than did 
this elephant when the attempt was 
made to make the X-ray photographs. 
At first It was necessary to allow the 
elephant to become accustomed to the 


crackling of the X-rav tube, which 
took nearly an hour. Then, when she 
was induced to lie down upon the 
placeholder containing the sensitive 
X-ray plate*, and the Crook’s tube 
was held over the first section, she 
became frightened at the glare in the 
tube and again over an hour was 
spent in getting her accustomed to 
the glare. 
At last the elephant was 
convinced that the men w’ere not try­ 
ing to do her harm and she remained 
comparatively quiet 
while 
several 
plates were exposed. 
Then an ac­ 
cident happened. 
The elephant re­ 
ceived a shock from one of the wires 
leading to the tube. 
With an ear- 
piercing trumpet she leaped to her 
feet and only the quickest movements 
on the part of the operators saved 
the valuable machinery from wreck­ 
age.
